social revolution and psycho-cybernetics. A "system of 
values" should encompass recognized universal but 
functional ethiced codes and modes vAiich provide a basis 
for conduct in oontenpcrary, Anerican society.

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III. Learning activities 

Learning activities will concentrate weekly on one of the 
nine performance objectives and will include an em^iasis 
on reading, writing, listening, speaking, and viewing. 
Activities may range through the seven point hierarchy of 
learning and questioning from a level of single recall to 
abstract evaluation.
